BoflTOH,' Ibroh 80.— Fire broke ont 
•iKNit 1 </olock fseterday moniing in 
Trtmont Temple, on Tremont street, 
opposite the Tremont Honse, and be- 

fore noon tlif rutin* structurp was put- 
ted, eiitiiilint; ii los,' ronj^lily estimated 
at §,'175,0(10. Fireiniin Patric-k Dniin. of 
engine 26, had a le^ broken, and an- 
other man, name unknown, is reported 
to hare been seziotiily iaiored. 

Box 719 was rang in abont 7:10 
«folock. This is the special box of the 
Fttfkflr Honse, and people pictored with 
fha ringing a big hotel conflagration 
Midalllts attending horrors. It was 
Bot the Parker Honse ablaze, bnt the 
Tremont Temple adjoining. The fire in 
the Temple had been discorered by one 
«ltt>e gnests on the fourth ftobr of the 
Parker Hooaa. B« had first beon 
•roQsed by the MDOke, and on going to 
hia window was startled by seeing 
flames darting from the windows front- 
ing him. He thonght it was the hotel, 
and smashing the glass on one of the 
dgnal boxes on his floor sent in the first 
alarm. 

Pedestrians on Tremont street had 
Been the smoke' issuing from the upper 
■tory of the Temple and they sent in an 
alarm from box 35, quickly followed by 
a second. When the Parker Honse box 
number was rung in an employe of the 
Parker House sounded the gongs of the 
different floors to arouse the guests and 
qoiokly the (iccupants of the room hur- 
naft oat in great excitement. When it 
waaaaen that there was no immediate 
daagw of the fire reaching the hotel the 
nwti proceeded to remove their 
nrnnki. The protective department did 
much to save the interior of the honse 
from ' the water that poured down 
through the open stairway. 

The protective department turned its 
attention to tne saving of carpets and 
furniture. Before the fire department 
anlTed six streams were tumeu on the 
flre from stand pipes in the Parker 
Honse, and Landlord Whipple feels 
quite elated at the work of hia employes 
u the aasiatanoe rendered. 

Throngh open windows in the upper 
floon great volumes of smoke poured 
la from the burning building, which 
was a fiery furnace, twenty minutes 
after the first alarm. The blaze poured 
from all the upper windows, threaten- 
ing the Burnham building and W. S. 
Butler's building adjoining on Tremont 
street, placing the Parker House and 
the Park boMl in danger in the rear 
and alarming the firemen lest It shotild 
get down among the rookeries on Pro- 
Tince court. The firemen had ran lines 
of hose np through the Parker fiooM 
•nd the Ark hotel, and both onfldlngi 
were damaged by water. 

At 9:30 oV;lock the fire was well under 
control. The loss on the Temple is 
variously eetimated at from $325,000 to 
IS7S.000, while the Parker House is be- 
Ueved to have been damaged by water 
to the extent of $50,000. 

Besides the Union Temple church, 
Bev. Dr. C. Lorimer, pastor, the fol- 
lowing were among the concerns occu- 
pying offices in the Temple building: 
Blish School of Oratory, American 
Baptist missionnry mission. Home Min- 
aion society, the business and oratorial 
departments of the Watchman and the 
Baptist Social union, otiice of Woman's 
Yoloe and Loyal Women of America. 

Union Temple church had their Sun- 
day aervices at the Mount Vernon 
chwoh on Asburton place. 

Tremont Temple, which has been one 
of. the most conspicnoiis public build- 
ings of Boston in the current genera- 
tion, stood on Tremont street opposite 
the Tremont Honse and adjoinmg the 
PWrker House. Originally the structure 
was widely known as the lament the- 
ater, an (dd-time resort for dramatic en- 
t«rtainments f or a bygone generation. 

Since 1868 it has been celebrated all 
over the conntry as the largest Baptist 
church in New England, if not in 
America, and the headquarters of that 
denomination. The purpose of taking 
it for religious purposes was stated in 
the original appeal for purchase money 
to found a free church in Boston where 
"all persons, whether rich or poor, 
without distinction of color o£ condi- 
tion, might worship." 

The pme paid for th# place was |350,- 
000, to which $128,000 was added for 
fnrnishing and remodeling. On Dec. 7, 
1851, the new hoiwe was dedicated, but 
tmu^ night of March 31,1852, the 
Templa was burned, and John Hall, a 
citiaen, was killed, and George Estes, a 
fireman of engine No. 7, c:harle«town, 
had hia back broken and died shortly 
afterwards. The loes whs |178,.iGr>: in- 
nrance, $45,244. A new building on the 
0l4 site was completed, however, in De- 
cember. 1878, at a cost of $a>6,000. 

On Aug. 14,* 1879, the building was 
destroyed again by flre, but was 

?romptly rebuilt and reopened on Oct. 
7, 1880, at a cost of more than $230,000. 
The auditorium was one of the largest 
In the country, bainc 1S8 feet in length, 
791nwidthand68ftat in height. The 
seating capacity was equiU to an audi- 
ence m 2,000 people. Beneath this great 
hall was the Meiooiao, with a seating 
capacity ol 1,0 00.

Ab teaieDie DUtillery end BeotUying 

J Uou«e Destroyed.

state, ink* a mass of bntokened ruim, 
level with the ground. 

The buildings covered nearly a halt 
square, fronting on Scott and from tiuit 
extending back to the suspension 
bridge. The huge warehouse, wnere all 
the old whisky is kept in store, is sepa- 
rated from the rectifying house and still 
by a distance of 15 or XO feet, and it ex- 
tends to Front streat The fire had its 
start about 3:45 o'dook. 

In the lower floor In the eas^era wing 
of the boilding, wbov the attll is lo- 
cated, a apirit pipe evideiitly bnnt, and 
in a moment the room was full of vapor, 
which instantly became flame on com- 
'ng in contact witii a gas jet always 




In tEe rear room, where the break 
seeoM to have occurred, were the onlfr 
men in the building. These were Ed 
D4Bphy, Ons Mossett and Pat Qninn. 

The rash of vapor acalded Quinn 
rather badly, and Moseet, who was 
slightly singed aronnd the face. 
Dunphy was on a {datfoctt. aaA when 
he heard his companions shout fire he 
wae BO alarmed in his hurry to get off 
that be fell headlong, tearing a great 
gash in his skuU^leoe'ving severe inter- 
nal injuriea. His two companions 
hastily dragged him out of th#reach of 
the fiamee, which were spreading ranid- 
ly. The first engine on the scene was 
from the Covington fire department, 
ajid aeveral streams of waiar wsra soon 
directed against the flames. The. xeaolt 
was next to nothing. The flamea kept 
spreading to the floors above, and soon 
the etitire east wing was one huge mass 
of raging fire that worked its way rap- 
idly upward, downward and forward 
toward the rectifying department, 
which faoes on Scott street 

CUef Meyers of the Covington fire 
department saw immediately that the 
fire was one against which his own force 
would be oonpletely powerless, and he 
sent in a call for help to the Ctooinnati 
department. It was anawered immedi* 
ately, and a while there was hope that 
the flamea could be oooflnadto thia third 
and fonrtb floors, and to that and both 
the Cincinnati and Covington flraBMn 
bent all their efforts. It did not take 
long, however, to flnd that this was an 
entirely futile hope. • 

There were a number of hum 6,000- 
gallon tubs on the third floor filled with 
whisky to the brim, and as these went 
to pieces, the burning liqu<Mr ran in fiery 
streams down intb the flooia below 
spreading to the liquor there stOTod and 
baffiing all the efforts of the firemen. 
Several of the men who worked for the 
company previous to this, however, bad 

Sone into the building, and while the 
ameawere roaring above them had 
succeeded in rolling out about 150 bar- 
rels of whisky that were taken down cn 
the bank of the Ohio, ont of the way of 
danger. The building and all the rest 
of the contents were entirely destroyed, 
entailing a loss of WDO^QOO, whioh is 
nearly covered by Ininrindft.

All the occupants were 
BleepiuK an-l the flames were around 
them before they could be wamefl. 

Two families on the top floor of a 
4-6tory hcfuse were suffocated in their 
beds. Fifteen persons .lumped from the 
windows. Ten of them were killed and 
three received mortal in.iurios. Twenty- 
one persons are known to have per- 
ished and several others, whose fate is 
unknown, are believed to have been 
burned or crushed iu the ruins. 



Thread Faetorjr Destreyed. 

KoRTH Eabto*, Mass., March 20.— 
E. J. Morse & Company's large brick 
cotton thread factory, at South Sas ton. 
was burned about midnight Saturday. 
The fire when first seen was in or near 
the engineroom. The loss on building 
and machinery is estimated from 9176.- 
oooto;i>200.0oe, only partially insorad. 
It was the largest fire in the niatory of 
the town and will throw about 75 hands 
out of employment.

been given np for lo--t. 

On Tliuisday t-vfiiiii;; Lymnn Fisher, 
the dock superintendent, found a hand- 
ful of tirecriickers on the top of a bale 
of jute in the Tanric's hold. There 
were six or seven small crackers scat- 
tered over tlie bale, ami on top of them 
a g(rf)<l (leal of cai tro was piled. The 
crackers wore undoubtedly placed in 
the car^o wln n the Tauric was in 
Liveri>ool. Whether they were put 
there V)y an incendiary or wt-re left in 
the jut(» accidentally is not known. 

The White Star line ofhcials have or- 
dered an iuvesti:?atiou of the matter. 
In shijipin^^ circles here it is supposed 
that there may be a plot in LiverpiH)! to 
injure the White Star line, and that the 
crackers found in the hold bear evi- 
dence of a plan to destroy the ships of 
that line. The non-arrival of the Na- 
ronic leads one to believe that it has 
been sncce saf uUy carried ont.

Washi.notox, March 2(i. — Miss Clara 
Barton, president of the American Na- 
tional Ked Cross society, in accepting 
the-magniflcaut gift of between 700 and 
Koo acres of land on the borders of the 
blue gross region of tho state of Indi- 
ana tendered tne aasociatioB laft month 
by Dr. Joseph QaroBir Of Mft>rd. 
Ind., writes: 

"The land, as the projK-rty of the 
American National Red Cross, will be 
the one piece of neutral ground on the 
western hemisphere, protect«.'d by in- 
ternational treaty against the tread of 
hostile feet. It is a i>erpt?lual sanctuary 
against invading armies and will be so 
respected and held sacred by the mili- 
tary powers of the world. Forty na- 
tions are pledged to hold all. material 
and stores of the Bed Cross, and all 
landitafoUowwa, aautn^ iBwar, and 
freetofOBMOOaMM UMlr duties re- 
quire. 

"While its business headquarters will 
remain as before at the capital ot the 
nation, this gift forms a realization of 
the hope so long cherished that the Na- 
tional Red Cross may have a place to 
accumulate and proiduce material and 
stores for sudden emergencies and great 
calamities; and if war should come 
upon our land, which may God avert, 
we may be ready to fulfill tha mission 
that our adhesion to the Geneva treaty 
hoH ma<1e binding upon us. 

"I will direct that monuments be 
erected defining the boundaries of this 
domain, dedieaied to eternal peace and 
hunianitv, upon which shall be in- 
scribed the insignia of the treaty of 
Geneva, which *7ffyn1a all the nation s 
of the earth are DQBbA by aoleiBB cov- 
enant to respect.

published to their knowledge that the 
Anieri IT] National Bed Ckomt has a 
hoiue .m l a recognised abiding place 
throu;,'h all generation^.

fear that a deadly blow has been 
at these two brotherhoods. 

There has been great interest in the 
strike during the past 24 hours. A lot 
of Ann Arbor cars were taken to the 
Lake Shore yards and made up into a 
train. An engineer was sent to take 
the train out. He saw the* cars were 
Ann Arbor cars, and at once resigned. 
Another engineer was ordered to take 
his place. He, too, resigned. Three 
more did likewise, and finally the cars 
were taken oat by a nonunion man. 
Three firemen also surrendered their 
positions. The men say that in no case 
did they give any reasons for (piitting. 

The United States court, througn 
Judge Rick, decrees that these men 
quitting work are guilty of a misde- 
meanor and punishable accordingly. 
Many prominent lawyers declare the 
ruling destroys the individual rights 
and liberty of men and will be found 
unconstitutional. The oi&cials are after 
Chief Arthur, and he haa been ordered 
to bring into court and ahow the secret 
work compelling members not to han- 
dle boycotted cars. The ease develops 
intense interest, and a great legal bat- 
tle will ensue. The trouble is slowly 
bat surely ipreading, and it promises 
now to be a death straggle oetweaB 
railroads and railway brotlierliooda.

Captain Vauderbilt was bom on the 
east shore of Staten Island, Sept. 3, 1807, 
The TillaM of Stai^Ieton has been built on 
the old BomeBtead tatja.

' iMgaa to sail in his father's boau on the 
water* aboat New York. Wlien only ih 
yean old he eommanded a steamboat For 
nearly 40 years he commanded steamboat 
plying between New York and ports on the 
Budson and Long Island aoond and in 
New Jeraey. 

When the East Bhore railroad was built 
on Staten Island, running between Clifton 
and Lottenville, he beeame president of 
the road, and gave his time to the man 
agement of that road and the ferries to 
Itew York until the railroad passed into 
the hands of the Rapid Transit company, 
organized by Erastus Wiman, in 1884, 

He then retired from active life and has 
■inoe lived quietly at his elegant home 
which overlooks the upper and lower New 
York bays, He married Euphemia Maria 
Banta, a descendant of General Ira Put- 
nam, in isy-t She died in 1877. Three 
children survive him— Ellen, Mrs. Herman 
D. Gaesaer; Clara, the wiftf of James Mc 
Namee, both residents of Staten Island, 
and Jacob H. Vanderbilt, Jr., whoisun 
married and lived with his father.

Boston, March W.—Aa •nflordiiutry 
liquor bill is now before the lagislature. 

It is indorsed by the Rev. E. E. Male, 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and others. It 
propoef.s to plai;e tlie sale of liijuor en- 
tirely in the hands of the state. The 
bill provides for the appointment of a 
commission consLsting of thrao men. 
The chairman shall ba.dedgMitM the 
state liquor manager. 

The town shall vote yes or no as to 
whether liiinor shall be sold there, and 
there shall be no license law. But when 
a town votes to have liquor sold the 
commission shall provide for the sale 
by establishing agencies not to exceed 
one for every 1,000 inhabitants. 

All sales shall bo at prices established 
by the commission, and the prices sliall 
be only high enough to repay the state 
for its outlay, no profit b«Ulg permitted 
to accrue from the sales over and above 
the expenses. Special efforts shall be 
made to prevent sales to panoii^ of con- 
finned habits of intoxication, Md only 
pure liquors shall be sold.
